Merry-Go -Ro u n d 
Admin istratio n 's Leg islativ e 
Pro g ram Has Liberal Flav o r 


By Drew Pearson 
WASHINGTON — President Eisenhower held 
two emergency cabinet meetings plus a regular 
cabinet meeting to whip his legislative program 
into shape before he sat down last week with 
GOP congressional leaders. 
The program his cabinet came up with in the 
end was surprisingly liberal. Some said it was 
more like the New' Deal than what the Repub­ 
lican party stood for, and this was the chief 
reason for the clash with old guard GOP 
leaders. 
However, the program is flex ible and Ike ad­ 
visers went into the closed-door sessions pre­ 
pared to give. 
Here is a rough summary of what the admini­ 
stration proposes: 
Defense Budget—Secretary of Defense Wilson 
has finally produced a three-year program for 
trimming down defense spending. It calls for 
the reduction of the Army-Navy by 300,000 men 
nex t year and by 500,000 men during the three- 
year period. The Navy will lose 60 ships, includ­ 
ing two battleships, but no airplane carriers. 
The Air Force, which was cut too drastically 
last year, will be given seven new groups— but 
not to be completed before J une 1, 1957. This 
will make a total of 137. 
The defense budge; lor fiscal year 1955 will 
be $39,900,000,000 ox * ex penditures or $33,200,- 
000,000 of appropriated money. The difference is 
accounted fo r by money left over from the 
previous ¿ ear. 
This cut is drastic, but not as drastic as those 
ordered by Louey J ohnson. Unfortunately, Un­ 
dersecretary of Defense Roger Kyes tailed in nis 
attempt to revamp the defense establishment 
along modern, atomic lines. Instead the three 
services sliced a iittie, but basically stuck to 
conventional weapons such as warships and loot 
soldiers. 
Unbalanced Budget 
Budget Balancing — The budget will not oe 
balanced nex t year. Reluctantly, S ecretary of 
the Treasury Humphrey has bowed to the in­ 
evitability of an eight to nine billion-dollar d e fi­ 
cit. He still thinks the proposed new budget is 
too high, and doesn’t see how he's going to 
raise the money. 
Tax es— The tax cuts scheduled to go into ef­ 
fect in J anuary will be made. No effort will be 
made to slop them, though that is the only way 
the budget can be balanced. Ih e President pro­ 
crowded schools. Final outcome will depend on 
also wants to drop the increase in social se­ 
curity. There will be no attempt to put across a 
•ales tax in the form of a manufacturers’ sales 
-ax . 


Anti-Recession Program—Ike’s economic ad­ 
visers have set up a public works program not 
unlike New Deal days, in case the business 
economy turns sour. 
Farm Program—Price supports continue auto­ 
matically nex t year. But for nex t year Agricul­ 
ture Secretary Benson proposes flex ible price 
supports—differing according to different com­ 
modities—and much more effort to sell farm 
produce abroad. Congressional leaders don't like 
the flex ible or sUding-scale angle. They favcr 
rigid price supports. 
Aid to Education—Some Ike advisers defi­ 
nitely favor federal aid to education, in oraer 
to alleviate the desperate problem of over­ 
poses to cut ex cise tax es by about 50 per cent; 
congressional leaders. 
Trade and Tariffs—This will be put off until 
after the Randal] commission reports in March. 
Labor Program—Revision of the Taft-Hartlev 
Act will be proposed, but will not go nearly far 
enough to please labor leaders.

President Eisenhower will battle hard for his 
f e s t i v e program in the nex t Congress, but 
he won’t use the big stick on GOP congressmen

Ike told GOP Congressman William H. Ayres, 
who himself comes from the marginal district 
of Akron, O. ‘*Thev have to follow a middle-of- 
the-road policy most of the time, without veer­ 
ing to the-right or left, if they want to remain 
m Congress nex t November. I understand them 
problems and plan to be sympathetic.” 
Ayres district, which he carried by 22.000 
votes in 1952, is one of the most variegated in 
the country, and 
is sometimes called “ Little 
America,” the Ohioan told Ike. 
“ My 465,000 constituents include 85,000 mem­ 
bers of organized labor, 37 organized nationality 
groups of various ethnic origins, 30,000 Negroes 
and 3,000 farmers.” reported Ayres. “ They can’t 
all get to see you, but they want me to act as 
their agent in ex pressing their views to you. One 
thing I can say confidently is that they want 
Congress to enact your legislative program.” 
It will be a constructive program, aimed at 
doing the most good for the nation as a whole,” 
replied the President. “ That’s the kind Congre« 
should enact, without catering to any pressure 
groups, I am for a constructive revision of the 
Taft-Hartley Law, but we can’t scuttle the en­ 
tire law to appease some labor leaders. 
“ The same objectivity must apply to the farm 
program. We can’t go overboard for farm sub­ 
sidies at the ex pense of harming consumers.” 
Ayres said he felt confident that the nex t ses­ 
sion of Congress would support Eisenhower’s 
legislative proposals, adding: “ If Congress doesn’t 
support you, it’s cooking its own goose.” 
Capitol News Capsules 
Tough Talk — The British bitterly resented 
Secretary of State Dulles’ blunt warning that 
the United States would stop all military aid 
unless the French approve the European army 
treaty at once. Dulles’ virtual ultimatum not pnly 
shocked French politicians but also astonished 
British Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden. . . . 
Eden tried to get Dulles to soften his harsh 
language, but Dulles refused on the grounds he 
had to talk tough in order to show Congress he 
would not stand for any French staSling. 
Bricker Foundation—A group of midwest in­ 
dustrialists are planning to set up a foundation 
to promote the adoption of the Bricker amend­ 
ment to the Constitution. The 
amendment, 
which would handcuff the President’s right to 
negotiate International agreements, is a direct 
slap at President Eisenhower, Adlai Stevenson 
and Secretary Dulles. If passed, it would throw 
our whole foreign relations into a state of chaos.

A remarkable document has been sent me 
recently by Mr. Thomas Desmond, a senator in 
New' York State.

Problems of the Aging, which consists of a num­ 
ber of chapters or sections contributed both by 
medical and nonmedical specialists on various 
problems faced by people in their later years. 
Everyone knows that more and more people 
are living longer, but it is particularly encourag­ 
ing to find a state legislature not only aware of 
what this increasing proportion of elderly people 
means, but being actively interested in what can 
be done to make old age more satisfactory all 
the way around. 
There are many aspects involved in facing the 
declining years. Some of them, of course, are 
strictly medical and involve greater and greater 
efforts towards keeping elderly people in the 
best possible health and lessening the burdens 
of their ailments or diseases. 
Many of the problems of the later years, how­ 
ever, involve questions of occupation, hobbies, 
housing, and the like which are not strictly 
medical in nature, but in which the phvsician 
can cooperate. 
Not all aspects of retirement and the latter 
years are covered in this report but it does 
discus such things as chronic disease, rehabili­ 
tation, retirement age, and employment 
Better Off If Busy 
The conclusion that oIcier people are better 
off if they can Keep busy either n gainful em­ 
ployment or with hobbies is thoroughly sound. 
Of course, what they do must tak e into con­ 
sideration their physical abilities, but it is aston­ 
ishing how much can be done by an o lder person, 
e\ en one who has wh at seems like sev ere physi­ 
cal limitations. 
Oid age is for most of us not something to 
dread, but planning for it, both on an individual 
and community basis, is important and will be­ 
come increasingly so as more of us reach the 
declining years.

prize “the highest honor that can 
be conferred to a ^ person in 
these times.”
